COURSES  OF  STUDY. 


The  fifteen  full  courses,  named  above,  embracing  nearly  two  hundred 
subcourses,  are  fully  outlined  in  the  University  catalogue.  There  is 
herewith  given  a  general  list  of  the  studies  ottered,  arranged  by  terms,  for 
convenience  in  choosing  electives  and  for  general  reference.  The  following 
regulations  are  to  be  observed  in  the  selection  of  studies  : 

RULES   FOR  ELECTIONS. 


I.  Each  student  must  have  at  least  three  daily  exercises.  An  additional 
exercise  may  be  taken  when  the  average  standing  of  the  student  is  eighty- 
five  or  upwards. 

II.  No  election  can  be  changed  after  two  weeks  of  the  terra  have 
passed. 

III.  Elections  must  be  conformed  to  the  time-table. 

IV.  The  required  studies  of  any  course  will  ordinarily  be  taken  in  the 
year  to  which  they  are  assigned  by  the  table  of  studies.  Elective  studies  are 
announced  in  the  course  and  year  in  which  they  are  usually  elected.  They 
may,  however,  be  elected  by  students  of  other  years  and  courses  ;  and  any 
study  of  the  University,  of  whatever  course,  is  open  to  any  student  who  is 
qualified  to  take  it,  and  can  profit  by  it. 

"V.  If  few^er  than  six  persons  present  themselves  for  any  elective  course, 
the  formation  of  the  clags  will  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  President  and 
the  professor  in  charge. 

VI.  Special  students  are  held  to  the  same  requirements,  in  regard  to  any 
study  which  they  elect,  as  regular  students  in  the  same  study,  unless  special 
arrangement  is  made  with  the  professor  in  charge  of  the  department. 

VII.  Students  are  directed  to  consult  their  class  olficers  in  electing  their 
studies.

METHODS  OF  ADMISSION. 


I.   By  examiuations  at  the  University. 

II.   By  special  local  examinations  under  the  supervision  of  an  author- 
ized agent  of  the  University. 
III.    By  presentation  of  a  proper  certificate  from  an  accredited  school. 

I.  EXAMINATIONS  AT  THE  UNIYEKSITY. 

The  regular  examinations  at  the  University  are  two  in  niimber  ;  one  in 
.June  and  one  in  September.  The  earlier  examination  is  intended  for  those 
who  may  wish  to  be  examined  near  the  close  of  the  school  year  Avhile  fresh 
upon  their  studies,  or  who  may  wish  to  test  their  qualifications  at  an  early 
date  that  they  may  have  time  to  make  up  deficiencies  if  necessarj'. 

The  September  examination  immediately  precedes  the  opening  of  the 
fall  term. 

The  earlier  examination  of  candidates  for  admission  will  be  held  on 
Thursday  and  Friday,  June  13th  and  lith,  1889,  beginning  at  nine  o'clock  a. 
M.  The  later  examination  will  be  held  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday, 
September  3d  and  ith,  1889,  beginning  at  nine  o'clock  a.  m.  Students  who 
are  at  all  doubtful  as  to  their  qualifications,  are  urged  to  present  themselves 
at  the  earlier  examination,  in  order  that,  in  the  event  of  failure  upon  any 
study,  they  may  have  time  to  prepare  themselves  before  the  opening  of  the 
fall  term. 

Examinations  will  also  be  held  on  the  opening  days  of  the  winter  and 
spring  terms. 

II.  SPECIAL  LOCAL  EXAMINATIONS. 

To  save  expense  and  embarrassment  to  tliose  who  may  live  at  consider- 
able distances  from  the  University,  special  local  examinations  will  be  given 
when  satisfactory  arrangements  can  be  made.  Upon  request  questions  will 
be  sent  to  any  principal  or  county  superintendent  who  will  consent  to 
supervise  the  examination  for  the  accommodation  of  the  candidate.  The 
questions  are  to  be  submitted  under  the  usual  restrictions  of  a  written 
examination,  and  the  answers  are  to  be  returned  to  the  University,  accom- 
panied by  the  endorsement  of  the  principal  or  .superintendent  in  charge 
that  the  examination  has  been  fairly  and  honestly  made  and  has  conformed 
to  the  rules  sent  with  the  questions.     To  the  thoughtful  candidate  there  is 
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no  temptation  to  return  other  than  perfectly  fair  and  honest  answers,  since 
admission  upon  a  false  basis  will  lead  only  to  future  embarrassment.  A  fair 
test  of  fitness  is  as  important  to  the  student  as  to  the  University.  The  only 
requirement  made  of  the  principal  or  superintendent  is  that  he  consent  to 
receive  the  questions,  to  see  that  the  examination  is  properly  carried  out, 
and  to  return  the  questions  with  the  endorsement  indicated.  It  will  be  left 
with  the  student  desiring  to  take  advantage  of  this  provision  to  secure  the 
consent  of  the  proper  party  to  take  charge  of  the  examination,  and  to 
make  request  to  the  President  of  the  University  to  have  the  questions  sent. 
The  proper  time  for  such  an  examination  will  be  that  of  an  earlier  examina- 
tion of  the  University  in  June  or  earlier.  If  principals  desire  to  hold  the 
examination  at  the  close  of  their  school  year,  it  can  generally  be  so 
arranged. 


TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 


GENERAL  EXAMINATION  FOR  ALL  COLLEGE  AND  ENGINEERING 
COURSES. 

All  candidates  for  admission  to  the  Collegiate,  Engineering  and  Special 
Courses  will  be  examined  upon  the  following  studies  : 

English— Gravamax,  including  sentential  analysis  and  orthography. 

il/(f//ie/()(t//r.s— Arithmetic,  algebra  through  quadratics  and  plane  geom- 
etry. 

(leography — Civil  and  physical. 

History  of  the  United  States. 

ADDITIONAL  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  THE  SEVERAL  COURSES. 

In  addition  to  the  above  mentioned  branches,  candidates  will  be  exam- 
ined in  special  additional  studies  for  admission  to  the  several  courses,  as 
indicated  below. 

ANCIENT   CLASSICAIi   COURSE. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  of  the  Ancient  Classical 
Course  will  be  examined  upon  the  following  additional  studies  : 

Ancient  History — Myers'  Outlines  of  Ancient  History,  or  its  equivalent. 

History  of  England— Gavdhier's  History  of  England,  or  its  equivalent. 

Latin — Grammar,  an  amount  equivalent  to  that  embraced  in  the  two 
largest  sizes  of  type  in  Allen  and  Green ough's  Grammar. 

Latin  Composition,  an  amount  equivalent  to  fifty-two  lessons  in  the 
revised  edition  of  Allen's  Latin  Composition. 

Caesar,  four  books  ;  Sallust,  Conspiracy  of  Catiline  ;  Cicero,  six  orations  ; 
Virgil,  six  books  of  the  iEneid.  (In  Sallust's  Conspiracy  of  Catiline,  Chap- 
ters I  to  IV  and  VI  to  VIII  may  be  omitted.) 
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Tlie  examination  in  Latin  will  be  upon  the  following  points  : 

1.  An  accurate  and  ready  knowledge  of  paradigms,  including  tlie  knowl- 
edge of  terms  and  general  rules  of  etymology. 

2.  The  oral  translation  of  a  passage  from  the  first  book  of  Ca\sar,  with 
the  explanation  and  analysis  of  the  indirect  discourse. 

3.  The  ability  to  translate  into  English  an  unfamiliar  passage  of  easy 
Latin  without  the  aid  of  grammar  or  dictionary. 

4.  The  rendering  of  some  simple  English  sentences  into  correct  Latin. 

5.  The  examination  in  sjnitax  will  be  in  connection  with  Cicero's  first 
oration  against  Catiline. 

6.  The  examination  in  prosody  will  be  in  connection  Avith  the  second 
book  of  Virgil's  ^Eneid. 

The  candidate  is  required  to  be  able  to  scan  fluently  and  correctly  and 
to  give  the  general  rules  of  prosody. 

frreefe— Grammar.  Composition.  (Jones'  Greek  Composition,  or  its 
equivalent.) 

Xenophon,  three  books  of  the  Anabasis  ;  Homer,  two  books  of  the 
Iliad. 

ELEMENT AKY  GREEK  CLASS. 

For  tlie  accommodation  of  those  who  desire  to  take  the  Ancient  Classical 
Course,  and  who  have  been  unable  to  secure  preparation  in  Greek,  an 
Elementary  Greek  Class  is  provided,  for  admission  to  which  Greek  is  not 
required.  In  Latin,  four  books  of  Cjesar,  tAvo  orations  of  Cicero,  and 
Sallust's  Conspiracy  of  Catiline  are  required.  Otherwise  the  reqiiirements 
are  the  same  as  for  the  Ancient  Classical  Course. 

MODEBN   CLASSICAL    COURSE. 

The  requirements  for  entering  the  Modern  Classical  Course  are  the 
same  as  for  the  Ancient  Classical  Course  except  that  German  is  substituted 
for  Greek,  and  Solid  Geometry  is  required.  The  required  German  embraces 
the  German  grammar  and  twenty  lessons  in  any  standard  German  reader. 

ENGLISH   COURSE. 

The  requirements  for  admission  to  the  English  Course  are  the  following, 
in  addition  to  those  of  the  general  examination  given  above  : 

English  L<7cro^«,rfi— Meiklejohn's  English  Literature  or  Stopford  Brooke's 
Primer  of  English  Literature  and  Swinton's  Masterpieces  of  English 
Literature,  or  tlieir  equivalents. 

History— Myers'  Outlines  of  Ancient  History,  or  its  equivalent. 
Gardiner's  History  of  England,  or  its  equivalent. 

Botany,  Physiology.  Natural  Philosophy  and  Solid  Geometry. 

CIVIC-HISTORICAL   COURSE,    ANTECEDENT   TO   LAW   AND   .TOURNALISM. 

The  requirements  for  admission  to  this  course  are  the  same  as  for  either 
of  the  Classical  Courses,  or  the  English  Course,  according  to  the  special 
form  of  the  Course  the  candidate  desires  to  take. 
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GENERAL    SCIENCE   COUKSE. 


The  requirements  for  admission  to  tlie  Gener.al  Science  Course  are  tlie 
following,  in  addition  to  those  of  the  General  Examination  : 

Natural  Philosophy,  Physiology,  Botany,  Solid  Geometry  and  German 
(the  equivalent  of  Sheldon's  Short  German  Course  and  twenty  lessons  in 
any  standard  German  reader).  The  amount  of  Latin  required  for  entering 
the  Freshman  Class  in  the  Classical  Courses  may  be  substituted  for  the 
German. 

SPECIAL   SCIENCE   COURSE,    ANTECEDENT   TO   MEDICINE. 

The  requirements  for  admission  to  this  course  are  the  same  as  for  the 
General  Science  Course. 

ENGINEERING    COURSES. 

The  requirements  for  admission  to  either  the  Civil,  Mechanical,  Min- 
ing or  Metallurgical  Engineering  Courses  are  the  same  as  for  the  General 
Science  Course.  For  the  German  required  an  equivalent  amount  of  French 
may  be  substituted.  If  French  is  thus  substituted,  it  is  a  required  study 
through  the  Freshman  year  instead  of  German,  which  is  otherwise 
required. 

AGRICULTURE. 

Long  Course — The  requirements  for  admission  to  the  Long  Course  in 
Agriculture  are  the  same  as  for  the  General  Science  Course. 

Short  Course— This  Course  consists  chiefly  of  lectures  on  Agriculture 
and  allied  sciences.  No  entrance  examination  is  required,  but  candidates 
should  have  at  least  a  common  school  education,  and  should  have  acquired 
habits  of  critical  attention  and  firm  retention,  together  with  some  degree  of 
intellectual  maturity  ;  otherwise  the  full  benefits  of  the  course  cannot  be 
secured.     Candidates  should  be  at  least  sixteen  j^ears  of  age. 

PHARMACY. 

It  is  desirable  that  all  students  entering  this  department  should 
previously  have  had  at  least  two  years'  practical  experience  in  a  well- 
conducted  pharmacy,  as  the  information  thus  acquired,  however  imperfect 
and  unclassified,  will,  in  most  cases,  enable  the  student  to  comprehend 
more  readily  the  subject-matter  of  the  lectures,  and  to  derive  relatively 
greater  benefit  from  them.  Although  those  who  are  otherwise  qualified  are 
admitted  to  the  class  without  such  a  preliminary  knowledge  of  the 
practical  operations  of  pharmacy,  this  must  invarialily  have  been  acquired 
prior  to  graduation,  as  one  of  its  conditions. 

Applicants  who  bring  a  diploma  of  graduation  from  anj'  standard  high 
school,  or  a  certificate  of  good  standing  and  scholarshiij  in  a  corresponding 
educational  institution,  will  be  admitted  without  examination.  All  other 
applicants  who  do  not  present  written  evidence  of  a  satisfactory  preliminary 
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education  Avill  be  subjected  to  such  an  examination  in  arithmetic,  grammar, 
English  composition,  civil,  political  and  physical  geography,  and  history  of 
the  United  States  as  will  afford  a  guaranty  that  the  applicant  is  capable  of 
pursuing  Avith  advantage  and  profit  to  himself  the  studies  of  this 
department.  All  applicants  for  admission  should  be  at  least  sixteen  years 
of  age. 

Students  from  other  recognized  colleges  or  schools  of  pharmacy  Avill  be 
admitted  to  the  Senior  Course  of  this  department  only  when,  by  a  special 
examination,  they  are  found  to  be  proficient  in  the  studies  of  the  Junior 
year,  including  the  required  amount  of  laboratory  work. 

SPECIAL    STUDENTS. 

Candidates  who  do  not  desire  to  graduate,  or  Avho  wish  to  select  their 
studies,  and  those  who  wish  ultimately  to  obtain  a  standing  in  some  regular 
course  to  which  their  preparation  is  ill-adjusted,  are  permitted  to  take 
special  selected  courses.  Such  students  may  enter  at  any  time  and  take  any 
studies  which  they  are  prepared  to  prosecute  to  advantage.  For  admission, 
the  branches  given  above  under  the  head  of  General  Examination  are 
required,  together  Avith  natural  philosophy,  botany,  physiologA'  and  solid 
geometry. 

EQUIA'AXiENTS   AND    CONDITIONS. 

The  entrance  examinations  are  not  designed  as  an  artificial  barrier  to 
entrance,  but  simply  as  a  necessary  means  of  determining,  in  the  interest  of 
the  candidates,  as  Avell  as  of  the  University,  Avhether  they  are  prepared  to 
pursue  profitably  the  courses  offered.  The  A^ariety  of  courses  is  such  that 
few  can  fail  to  find  admission  on  account  of  ill-adjustment  of  previous  study, 
if  they  really  possess  intellectual  attainments  Avhich  fairly  rank  them  with 
University  students. 

Real  equivalents  Avill  be  taken  for  any  of  the  above  requirements.  There 
are,  hoAvever,  tAVO  classes  of  equivalents  which  the  student  contemplating 
admission  should  carefully  distinguish.  Equal  amounts  of  equally  success- 
ful study  in  different  branches  may  be  equivalents  in  the  general  sense  of 
representing  equal  intellectual  acquirements,  but  they  may  be  very  far  from 
being  equivalents  in  the  sense  of  being  substitutes  for  each  other  in  a  given 
course  of  study.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  University  to  accept  equivalents  in 
the  broader  sense  of  the  term  so  far  as  simple  admission  to  the  University  is 
concerned,  but  such  equiA'alents  cannot  always  be  accepted  as  substitutes 
for  other  studies  in  admission  to  given  courses.  Certain  studies  are  a  neces- 
sary preparation  for  other  studies  in  a  given  course,  and  no  other  preparation 
can  be  accepted. 

Conditions  have  heretofore  been  allowed  in  two  studies,  that  is,  candi- 
dates deficient  in  two  studies  haA'e  been  allowed  time  to  make  them  up. 
This  provision  is  now  Avithdrawn  and  conditions  will  be  restricted  to  such 
cases  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  examiners,  seem  to  justify  them,  chiefly 
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those  in  which  the  candidates  are    mature  and  naturally   strong  and  are 
incompletely  prepared  merely  from  lack  of  opportunity. 

Students  of  schools  which  fui-nish  adecpiate  facilities  for  preiiaration 
cannot  expect  to  gain  by  coming  to  the  University  before  their  preparation 
is  complete.  On  the  contrary,  they  are  liable  to  endanger  their  future 
success  by  attempting  to  enter  prematurely. 

III.     ADMISSION  UPON  ACCKEDITED  CERTIFICATES. 

Accredited  Schools. — Any  high  school  or  academy  whose  course  of 
instruction  covers  the  branches  requisite  for  admission  to  one  or  more  of  the 
courses  of  the  University,  may  be  admitted  to  its  accredited  list  of  prepara- 
tory schools  after  a  satisfactory  examination  by  a  representative  of  the  Uni- 
versity. Application  for  such  an  examination  may  be  made  by  any  officer  of 
the  school  to  the  President  of  the  University,  on  the  basis  of  which  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  University  will  examine  the  course  of  study  and  the  methods 
of  instruction  of  the  school  and  on  his  favorable  recommendation,  and  the 
concurrence  of  the  Faculty,  it  will  be  entered  upon  the  accredited  list  of  the 
University.  The  graduates  of  such  an  approved  school  will  be  received  by 
the  University,  without  examination,  into  any  of  its  courses  for  which  they 
have  been  fitted.  Students  of  an  accredited  school  who  are  not  graduates, 
but  who  have  completed  the  required  preparatory  studies,  may  be 
admitted  on  the  special  recommendation  of  the  principal.  Students  of  an 
accredited  school  who  are  not  graduates,  and  who  are  not  specially 
recommended  for  admission  by  the  principal,  must  expect  examination  as 
other  candidates. 

A  school  once  entered  upon  the  accredited  list  will  remain  there  until 
its  administration  is  changed,  or  until  notice  is  given  by  the  University  of 
unsatisfactory  results.  Upon  a  change  of  administration,  application  for 
I'ontinuation  upon  the  list,  if  desired,  should  be  made.  If  the  work  of  the 
principal  coming  into  charge  has  been  recently  examined  in  connection  with 
some  other  school,  a  new  examination  may  not  be  required,  but  such 
examination  should  in  all  cases  be  invited.  The  necessary  expenses  attend- 
ing the  visit  of  the  representative  of  the  University  are  to  be  met  by  the 
school  under  examination. 

The  University  greatly  desires  a  close  working  relationship  with  the 
schools  of  the  State,  and  is  gratified  with  the  results  of  this  system  as  thus 
far  realized.

GRADUATES  OF  THE  STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOLS. 

Duly  accredited  graduates  of  the  advanced  course  of  the  State  Normal 
Schools  will  hereafter  be  admitted  to  the  University  with  the  rank  of 
Juniors  in  the  English  and  General  Science  Courses.  A  special  adaptation 
of  these  courses  has  been  framed  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  such  graduates 
to  utilize  as  advantageously  as  practicable  their  previous  training.  This 
has  been  done  in  view  of  the  ill-adjustment  of  the  courses  of  Normal 
Schools  to  the  regular  college  courses,  and  in  recognition  of  the  excellent 
training  given  in  tlie  Wisconsin  Normal  Schools. 

The  certified  standing  of  any  student  in  the  regular  courses  of  the 
Normal  Schools  of  this  State  will  be  accepted  in  the  studies  which  it  covers, 
in  place  of  an  examination. 

STUDENTS  FROM  OTHER  COLLEGES  AND  UNIVERSITIES. 

Students  from  other  institutions  who  have  pursued  standard  college 
courses  equivalent  to  those  of  the  University  Avill  be  admitted  to  a  like 
standing  upon  the  presentation  of  proper  certificates  of  creditable  standing 
and  honorable  dismission.  Students  of  other  colleges  of  good  standing 
who  have  not  taken  such  standard  courses  but  who  have  studied  one  year 
in  the  college  proper,  may  be  admitted  to  the  University  as  special  students 
without  examination,  or,  upon  such  an  examination  as  may  be  necessary  to 
determine  their  attainments,  they  may  be  admitted  to  any  course  or  to  any

class  for  wliicli  they  are  found  fitted.  Students  coming  from  other  institu- 
tions are  advised  to  bring  autlienticated  records  of  their  standing.  In  all 
cases  of  reasonable  ground  for  doubt,  the  University  reserves  the  right  to 
test  the  value  of  such  records  by  actual  examination.

Students  will  be  charged  for  not  less  than  one  term,  and  no  deduction 
Avill  be  made  for  voluntary  absence.  Payment  of  all  University  charges  for 
tuition,  room  rent,  heating,  etc..  is  required  strictly  in  advance,  and  is  made 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Eegents. 

Students  working  in  the  laboratories  are  required  to  make  deposits  of 
from  $5  to  $30,  to  cover  the  costs  of  instruments  and  materials  used  by  them. 
An  account  of  the  same  is  kept,  and  the  amount  of  the  deposit  not  used  is 
returned  to  the  student  at  the  close  of  his  term  of  study  in  the  laboratory. 

Booms  furnished  and  unfurnished  can  be  obtained  in  the  city  at  reason- 
able rates.  The  cost  of  board  in  clubs  is  from  $2.00  to  $2.50  per  week  ;  in 
private  families  from  $3.00  to  $4.00  per  week.  Many  of  the  students  support 
themselves  in  whole  or  in  part.  The  places  offering  available  work  are 
eagerly  sought  for  and  cannot  always  be  obtained  at  once.  Those  depend- 
ent on  themselves  should  secure  some  means  before  coming  here,  and  be 
ready  to  wait  and  learn  how  to  help  themselves.
